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Barricada is a non-partisan, non-hierarchical | NEWS 
collective within the radical leftist spectrum with the 
principle aim of producing and distributing revolu- 
tionary propaganda and news. 

We work to build class-consciousness 
through the distribution of radical left wing culture 
and ideas as an alternative to the state and the capital- 
ist system. To this end we distribute pamphlets, fly- 
ers, newsletters, and other forms of propaganda, as 
well as participating in initiatives which are in line 
with our general ideas and beliefs. 

The Barricada collective opposes electoral 
politics, the party system, and representative democ- 
racy, because we see them as cheapening true democ- 
racy and serving to take power and initiative away 
from the hands of people. We are also opposed to 
reformist alternatives aimed at making superficial 
changes to what we view as an inherently flawed sys- 
tem. 
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We are opposed to nationalism and other arti- 
ficial divisions of the working class. However, we 
are also anti-imperialists and as such support op- 
pressed peoples in their struggles of national libera- 
tion providing that they maintain a revolutionary left- 
ist character. At the same time we bear in mind that 
this is not our ideal situation, as our wish is not to see 
the emergence of more states and borders but instead 
a stateless, classless society based on the principals of 
mutual aid, direct democracy, freely federated com- 
munity structures, and workers self-management. 

To this end we justify and encourage the pur- 
suit of the class war, including but not limited to, di- 
rect action, workplace sabotage, property damage, 
mass confrontation, and civil disobedience. We be- 
lieve that the issue of revolutionary violence should 
be viewed from a tactical standpoint rather than an 
ideological one. This said, we believe that the crea- 
tion of a “culture of resistance,” where the state and 
all other enemies of the working class are at no time 
safe, is an essential aspect of any social movement, 
serving to empower people as well as creating an at- 
mosphere ideal for class warfare.

CINCINNATI, OH - In the latest round 
of anti-globalization protests which 
have shadowed nearly every high level 
meeting of the world's capitalist elite in 
the past year, activists from all over the 
mid-west came to Cincinnati in order to 
voice their opposition to the annual 
meetings of the Trans-Atlantic Business 
Dialog (TABD). 

In November 1995, the Clin- 
ton administration helped form the 
Transatlantic Business Dialogue 
(TABD). In a meeting arranged by erst- 
while Commerce Secretary Ron Brown, 
over 100 corporate executives from the 
US and EU convened in Seville, Spain 
to discuss issues of trade liberalization. 
The TABD has met every year since, 
and now includes of 150 corporate ex- 
ecutives as well as major figures in the 
US and EU administrations. As top 
business CEO's and government leaders 
from Europe and the U.S. gathered in 
Cincinnati to discuss issues of eliminat- 
ing transatlantic trade barriers, opening 
markets, and furthering the concentra- 
tion of power into the hands of transna- 
tional corporations, over 1,000 protes- 
tors took to the streets in a number of 
energetic marches, teach-ins, disruptive 
actions, and running street battles with 
police. 

On Thursday, November 16th, 
around 500 people attended an anti- 
TABD press conference and teach-in 
held on Fountain Square. Later that 
evening, over 100 protestors gathered 
outside of the Music Hall, where a spe- 
cial performance by Cincinnati's Sym- 
phony Orchestra was planned for the 
TABD delegates. Two individuals man- 
aged to gain access to the Music Hall, 
where they unfurled a large banner 
which read "End Corporate Rule", and 
were subsequently arrested and charged 
with criminal trespassing and disorderly 
conduct. Despite a few barricades that 
were kicked over, demonstrators even- 
tually left peacefully, as over two hun- 
dred police on motorcycles, horseback, 





































































and clad in riot gear cleared the scene. 

Friday morning started off 
with a rally at Sawyer Point, where 
crowds of over 1,000 people gathered. 
At noon, demonstrators made their 
way through downtown in a permitted 
march that ended across the street from 
the Omni hotel where the TABD meet- 
ings were taking place. 

As the permitted march 
ended, a group of 200-300 black bloc 
anarchists and other militant activists 
split off from the main march and 
made their way down Sth St. and Vine 
(between Fountain Sq. and the Omni). 
A number of people made use of the 
police barricades in order to establish a 
line across the intersection and keep 
the police at bay. As police began to 
assemble reinforcements around the 
barricades, people began to move east- 
ward towards Sawyer Point. At 4th St. 
and Vine, a small scuffle broke out and 
police arrested two individuals and 
charged them with rioting. In an at- 
tempt to clear the intersection, riot po- 
lice began to fire bean bag rounds and 
rubber bullets into the crowd. Tear gas 
was also deployed, as was pepper 
spray and other chemical irritants. A 
number of tear gas canisters were 
thrown back at the police lines, a few 
banks had their windows smashed in 
and were spraypainted with anti- 
capitalist slogans, and a number of 
trash cans were lit on fire and kicked 
into the streets by angered protestors. 
Eventually the police regained control 
over the streets, surrounding large 
groups of demonstrators and forcing 
people to disperse in groups of four. A 
few individuals were arrested, and in- 
stances of police violence were re- 
ported. 

Later that evening, protestors 
regrouped down at Union Terminal, 
where TABD delegates were dining in 
opulence with Ohio's governor. Be- 
tween 300-500 people marched in 
front of the terminal, and twice as 


many police cordoned off the area. 
Once again, shotguns and riot gear 
were prominently on display, as were 
two large buses, clearly anticipating 
mass arrests. Despite the earlier con- 
frontations, the Union Terminal protest 
ended without incident. 

Police ensured that Saturday's 
activities wouldn't take place without 
provocation, forcing everyone who 
came to attend an afternoon rally in 
Fountain Square to pass through police 
checkpoint. Police were everywhere, 
holding groups of demonstrators be- 
hind barriers, searching them for weap- 
ons, and arresting a number of people 
for "jaywalking". Eventually, nearly 
700 people managed to gather on the 
Square and an attempt was made to 
march through downtown. Police sur- 
rounded the march and made an order 
to disperse, declaring the gathering an 
"illegal assembly". Tear gas was de- 
ployed, and people retreated into 
smaller groups. After the main march 
and rally dissipated, protestors organ- 
ized a second rally, along with mem- 
bers of the Black Urban Defense, in 
order to speak out against police bru- 
tality. This final action of the week had 
tremendous local significance, as alle- 
gations of homicide swirl around the 
Cincinnati Police Department after a 
young black man recently died in po- 
lice custody. The plan was to march 
from the park up to the Hamilton 
County Justice Center. Of course, with 
the official TABD protests finished 
and the media spotlight no longer 
focused on Cincinnati, the police 
feit free to hand out harsh treatment 
with impunity. By the day's end, 
police arrested 47 protesters, bring- 
ing the three-day total to 53. 














































Mark, Sabate Anarchist Collective 
(NEFAC) 
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The meeting of the Trilat- 
eral Commission -- a creature of 
the Rockfeller Association -- held 
in Milan last Saturday was the in- 
direct source of a 3 hour street bat- 
tle between Social Center activists 
on one side and police and neo- 
nazis on the other. Hundreds of 
teargas grenades, burned cars, 17 
comrades arrested, 20 people 
wounded, and a large city block 
thrown completely into chaos by 
wild police attacks. All this to 
protect a couple of hundred neo- 
nazis of Forza Nuova trying to 
hold a demonstration against what 
they call the "Jewish globaliza- 
tion". 


The nazis, coming from 
the whole of Northern Italy, gath- 
ered in the discotheque "De Sade" 
from 1 PM on. About 1 hour be- 
fore, a group of students from the 
high school "Vittorio Veneto", oc- 
cupied since last week, was at- 
tacked by a nazi gang just outside 
the school premises. When the ru- 
mor of the nazi attack arrived at 
the demonstration called by the 
Social Centers at 3 PM to protest 
against fascism and capitalism, 
2,000 - 3,000 comrades decided to 
pay a visit to the rats and give 
them what they deserve. 


Quickly the cops sur- 
rounded the area, making it impos- 
sible for the demonstration to 
move towards the nazis. But they 
forgot to check the subway. After 
1 hour of peaceful confrontation -- 
the comrades willing to pass, the 
cops forbidding it, it was decided 
to bypass the police blockade by

taking the subway. Quickly every- 
body stepped onto the trains, to 
gather again at a point much closer 
to the discotheque used by the rats 
for their meeting. 


The move took the cops by 
surprise and the comrades were 
able to re-organize the demonstra- 
tion heading straight ahead towards 
the nazis, while the law-and-order 
forces were stuck in the huge traffic 
jam created by their own blockade.

good place for them; but alas the po- 
lice lines guarding the discotheque 
resisted long enough to allow the 
other cops to reach the area. 


Then the real riot broke out, 
and it was a mess. 


However, despite the super- 
violent police reaction (possibly they 
were angered by the subway trick), 
the comrades resisted for a good 3 
hours forcing the nazi rats to stay in- 
side the discotheque protected by the 
police. And, since the hotel hosting 
the Commission meeting was quite 
near, the police was forced to lock 
the delegates inside as well until the 
situation cooled off. 


It was a glorious day against 
fascism and capitalism which saw 
Social Centers citywide for once 
united. Now our concern must go to 
the 17 comrades arrested, who are 
still imprisoned and who will see 
only tomorrow the judge validating 
or rejecting the detentions. None of 
the 20 wounded people taken to the 
hospitals -- comrades and passers-by 
beaten by the cops -- is in worrying 
conditions, but of course the com- 
rades will be prosecuted.

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PALESTINE SOLIDARITY DEMONSTRATION IN OSLO 


Saturday November 11th the autonomous house Blitz in Oslo arranged a demonstration of 
solidarity with the Palestinian people, together with other leftist groups in Oslo. The demonstration 
went from the central University building to the Israeli Embassy, also passing by the Norwegian Sec- 
retary of State/ Foreign Ministry, responsible for the apartheid Oslo Agreement, and the US Embassy. 

Outside the Israeli Embassy the Blitz’ Noise Brigade played drums, all wearing Palestinian 
scarves, and the demonstrators began to throw stones and eggs filled with red paint at the embassy, 
breaking quite a few windows and decorating the embassy with red "blood". The police tried to stop 
people from venting their anger at Israeli aggression but didn't succeed. Speeches were held and soli- 
darity expressed before demonstrators returned to the Blitz house. 

The presence of riot-police outside the embassy was enormous and armed with dogs, horses 
and vehicles. All this anti-riot-circus followed the 200 demonstrators back to Blitz, and attacked out- 
side the house. However, people fought back and the police were unable to arrest the stone-throwers 
or to storm the house! A very good fight indeed. Unfortunately plainclothes police managed to arrest 
two Palestinians on their way home, charged with throwing stones at the embassy, but they are re- 
leased from custody for the moment.

The organization has 
claimed responsibility for over 
13 bombings over the last 3 
years, including the April 1999 
bombing of an American 
owned hotel in protest of 
NATO  air-strikes against 
Yugoslavia and the planting of 
an explosive device in the of- 
fices of former merchant ma- 
rine minister Stavros Sou- 
makis. The device was de- 
stroyed in a controlled explo- 
sion by remote control. 





On Monday, Novem- 
ber 13th 40 to 50 anarchists 
entered the university 
"Macedonia" of Thessaloniki, 
Greece, where the Mexican 
ambassador was giving а

Very few dam- 
ages were reported and nobody 
was inured in the action. 
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THOUSANDS TAKE TO THE STREETS AGAINST THE SOA 


IT’S TIME TO MOVE FROM PROTEST TO RESISTANCE 


Over ten thousand peo- 
ple braved the constant rain and 
bitter cold in Fort Benning, 
Georgia on November 18th and 
19th in order to show their op- 
position to the School of the 
Americas, a military training 
camp for Latin American sol- 
diers whose graduates аге 
among the greatest torturers and 
murderers of Latin America. 


The weekend’s events, 
which were organized by SOA 
Watch and a vast array of or- 
ganizations, ranging from pro- 
gressive religious organizations 
such as Catholic Worker to Re- 
fuse and Resist, anti-corporate 
groups, and anarchists, featured 
speakers and songs on Saturday, 
and a funeral procession on 
Sunday during which over three 
thousand people entered the 
Fort Benning army base. Also, 
in a new addition to the earlier 
events at Fort Benning, several 
affinity groups carried out par- 
allel actions on the day of the 
funeral procession. These in- 
cluded a “die-in” to blockade 
access to the base, re- 
enactments of army massacres, 
banner drops, and other actions. 
All in all over two thousand 
people were arrested and served 
with “ban and bar” letters, for- 
bidding them from entering Fort 
Benning army base for the next 
five years. Others, such as 
those who chose to go limp or 
did not respect the route agreed 
upon by the march organizers 
(in unison with the military) are 
expected to face trial on varied 
charges. 
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In the largest of the af- 
finity group actions about 100 
people, many from the Freedom 
Rising affinity group armed 
with puppets and black bloc an- 
archists carrying a banner pro- 
claiming, “Abolish Capitalism, 
Smash the State, For a Free Hu- 
manity, For Anarchism”, en- 
tered the army base after the fu- 
neral procession had entered. 
Once inside the group decided 
not to respect the pre- 
established procession route and 
crossed the median dividing the 
“in” road to the SOA buildings 
from the “out” road. At this 
point the group was advancing 
in full view of the main proces- 
sion which was on the “in” 
road, slightly downhill. Ap- 
proximately 50 people decided 
at this point to cross the median 
and join the alternate march. 
Eventually a line of military 
personnel halted the entire 
group. At this point those will- 
ing to be arrested decided to ei- 
ther wait for the MPs to take 
them or go limp, while others 
simply walked back across the 
median to safety. Unfortu- 
nately, despite the mass of the 
crowd below chanting 
“Solidarity,” few people took 
any sort of action in support of 
the “Puppetistas.” One group 
did attempt to reclaim the pup- 
pets and flags from the MPs, 
only told that they were being 
confiscated as “evidence.” 


While it is great that so 
many people take to the streets 
to oppose an institution respon- 
sible for as much murder and 
violence as the School of the 


Americas, the Barricada Collective, 
which was at the protests, feels it is 
important to make note of several is- 
sues that became clear over the week- 
end of protest. 


While a great symbolic ac- 
tion, the tactics and orientation of the 
SOA Watch reveal several worrisome 
characteristics. First of all, SOA 
Watch has not developed any sort of 
criticism of the SOA beyond opposi- 
tion to it on moral and religious 
ground. This obviously included a 
lot of talk about the evils of the vio- 
lence that the people of Latin Amer- 
ica have suffered at the hands of its 
graduates. However, when speaking 
of the Latin American struggles re- 
pressed by the Latin American mili- 
tary, it must not be forgotten that 
most of those struggles took the form 
of guerrilla warfare and urban street 
fighting. Those who died at the 
hands of US backed military dictator- 
ships were by and large not pacifists. 
At no time was this ever mentioned. 
The entire weekend was one long at- 
tempt to hijack the legacy of Latin 
American struggles. When the strug- 
gle of the people of Chiapas was 
mentioned, never once was it men- 
tioned that until they organized them- 
selves and took up arms, nobody took 
notice of them. When the struggle of 
the people of Colombia was brought 
up, it was also never mentioned that 
the only option left to the Colombian 
progressive movement is the armed 
struggle, as even electoral ventures 
have been drowned in blood by the 
Colombian ruling class. 


This whitewashing of history 
is not the result of ignorance; it 
serves a very precise purpose for 
those behind SOA Watch. The fact

is, in order to appeal to the 
overwhelmingly hippie, pacifist, 
religious, white, and liberal re- 
formist crowd in attendance, the 
SOA must be made to seem as a 
murdering monster, which it is, 
which slaughters only innocent 
hippie, liberal, and reformist 
pacifists from South and Central 
America. “God” forbid that 
these respectable reformers real- 
ize that they are actually show- 
ing solidarity with people who 
espouse such ideas as revolution 
and armed struggle. 























All in all, the entire 
weekend was a festival of re- 
formism and first world privi- 
lege. From the collaboration 
with the military as to what, 
when, and how to carry out the 
event, making it more a show 
than a protest, to the endless 
discussions over “how people 
felt? and how important for 
their conscience it was to have 
“crossed the line,” to the almost 
one page long paper people 
were made to read aloud stating 
that they were committed to not 
damage property, yell, run, etc, 
to the business of protestor 
parking ($10). 


Finally, keeping with 
the reformist line of the events a 
great effort was made to pander 
to the mainstream media. This 
even included several people 
associated with SOA Watch 
publicly distancing themselves 
from possible “violent elements 
from outside” that may show up 
(the Barricada presence at the 
events heard this personally). 
Finally, on the day of the pro- 
cession, as a small Black Bloc 
was assembling, numbering 
around twenty-five people 
(most people evidently chose to 
head to Cincinnati), a peace- 











keeper came to inform people 
that wearing a mask was a vio- 
lation of a city ordinance. At 
this point a member of the 
Black Bloc said that they were 
taking that into consideration, 
but that they would appreciate it 
if the two undercover policemen 
which followed the anarchist 
banner everywhere, who were 
very quickly spotted despite 
their masks, also took off their 
masks. To no avail unfortu- 
nately. 


Of course, nobody is 
saying that everybody should 
adopt the same tactics, far from 
it, as a variety and unity of tac- 
tics is something to be worked 
towards by all. What we at Bar- 
ricada object to is the moral au- 
thoritarianism which makes it- 
self present ever so often at 
North American political 
events. It was particularly sad- 
dening in this particular case as 
the large size of the 
“target” (SOA property 15 
roughly 25 miles) would have 
made it very easy for groups 
with different approaches to re- 
sistance to have worked to- 
gether, and if there was a vio- 
lent response from the military, 
nobody not participating іп 
more militant actions would 
need to be affected. For exam- 
ple, few scenarios could tacti- 
cally have been more conven- 
ient than the road taken by the 
“Puppetistas” for a battle with

The military under- 
stands only threats, and while 
groups are working with them, 
they are not threats. A great ex- 
ample of demonstrators effec- 
tively becoming a threat to the 
military would be what was ac- 
complished the demonstrators 
who laid siege to the Aviano air 
base in Italy during last year’s 
war in Yugoslavia. Over one 
thousand people, protected with 
body armor and armed with 
whatever was at hand, cut 
through the exterior fence and 
attacked the base for hours, 
causing extensive damage to 
military property, as well as re- 
ceiving international news cov- 
erage (the SOA Watch protests, 
despite the pandering, only 
made the news in regional 
newspapers). 



























Finally, a positive word 
must be put in for several 
groups and people present. The 
IMC which volunteered journal- 
ists in case a Black Bloc did 
materialize to make sure police 
did not give special treatment to 
anybody, a peacekeeper who 
also stayed with anarchists in 
order to dispe! possible rumors 
that could arise, and finally the 
“Puppetistas” who marched side 
by side with Black Bloc anar- 
chists.

US imperialist hypocrisy 
and double standards have 
probably reached their peak 
during these last few weeks. 
he mass media treated the 
orld to the spectacle of mobs 
destroying the Yugoslav parlia- 
ment and attacking the offices 
of several Yugoslav left wing 
parties, hailing these events as 
"a great triumph of democracy" 
and other such nonsense. Mean- 
hile, the leader of the "free 
orld," murderer of refugees 
and bomber of aspirin factories, 
Bill Clinton laid praise upon 
himself and fellow war-monger 
Secretary of state Madeleine 
Albright (ever notice how eerily 
physically similar she is to 
Maggie Thatcher?). We were all 
supposed to celebrate seeing 
magazine covers and newspa- 
pers with glorious headlines 
such as "free at last," while 
linton and company claimed 
hat this was proof that the wag- 
ing of war against a civilian 
population and the bombing of a 
ountry back to the middle ages 
is in fact the way to "work to- 
ards democracy." But since 
hen has the US been interested 
in democracy? 

The answer is, quite sim- 
ply, never. Those who have 
doubts can ask the people of 
Latin America about the US' 
"democratic values." They will 
ell you about the US sponsor- 
ship of the Contras to fight 
against the Sandinista Libera- 
ion Movement in Nicaragua. 
Or of the brutal military dicta- 
orships in Brazil, Argentina, 
Uruguay, and Paraguay, who 
ook tens of thousands of lives 


and how they were sponsored 
and trained by the US military. 
Or better yet, of the CIA spon- 
sorship of strikes and sabotage 
against the democratically 
elected President of Chile, Sal- 
vador Allende and the refer- 
ences made to Allende's elec- 
tion by at the time Secretary of 
state Henry Kissinger. Kissinger 
could not have summed up the 
US' appreciation of the concept 
of democracy any better when 
he said, "I don't see why we 
should let a country go red just 
because it's people don't know 
how to Votes” 
Of course, how often does one 
hear the argument that, "that 
was all in the past and a conse- 
quence of the cold war, etc, 
ete." 


their own leaders and that "the time of 
kings and monarchies is over." One 
would assume that the US, being the 
great defender of democracy that it 
claims to be, would make at least a mild 
gesture towards these, however unfortu- 
nately reformist, freedom fighters. In- 
stead, as Saudi Arabia works to extradite 
them and hand them a certain death sen- 
tence, the penalty for hijacking in Saudi 
Arabia, the US has remained shockingly 
quiet. 

Why is this? Because the United 
States is simply not interested in democ- 
racy. It is a plundering economic imperi- 
alist interested in economic gain, at the 
expense of people, lives, and yes, even 
it's own twisted brand of bourgeois de- 
mocracy. The fact is, Saudi Arabia has 
natural resources, in this case oil, and al- 
lows the US to use place military bases 
on it's territory, hence, democracy is ir- 
relevant. The same is true of Algeria, 
Turkey, Colombia, and other such dicta- 
torships (yes, dictatorships, regardless of 
what sort of mock elections they may 
have periodically) around the world. Un- 
fortunately for what is left of the Yugo- 
slav federation, it has no such natural re- 
sources to offer the US. 

In view of this it has to accept 
"democracy." For when the US and its 
allies say "democracy" what they mean is 
neo-liberalism. They mean privatization, 
which was not occurring in Yugoslavia, 
and subsequent layoffs. They mean the 
eating away of basic social services and 
most importantly they mean the surren- 
dering of a nation's economy and a peo- 
ple's culture to economic imperialism 
aimed at exploiting them and robbing 
them of their cultural identity. For the 
US, freedom and democracy means a 
McDonalds on every avenue and a po- 
liceman on every corner. 

Of course, no one will argue that 
Milosevic was a war criminal (although 





































































So let me present you with 
a more recent example. 
Last week, as the hoopla about 
an elected statesman (true, those 
in power controlled the election, 
but where does the class in 
power not do so?) being over- 
thrown by mobs began to die 
down, two men, Faisal al- 
Biloowi and Ayish al-Faridia, 
hijacked a plane headed to 
Heathrow airport from the 
Saudi Arabian city of Riyadh. 
After the hijacked plane landed 
in Baghdad, with no injuries 
and no violence of any kind 
(which is not what can be said 
of the events in Belgrade), the 
hijackers stated that they com- 
mitted the hijacking in order to 
draw attention to "human rights 
abuses, corruption, and unem- 
ployment" in Saudi Arabia.

cle raises some important points about the issue, and could be of value to all revolutionaries if one simply substitutes 
“anarchist,” with “revolutionary,” or “anti-authoritarian.” 





















Beyond the ‘Days of 
action against global capital’ 
Amsterdam, Geneva, Cologne, 
Seattle, London, Washington, 
LA, Prague. What do these cit- 
ies have in common? In the last 
four years they have been the 
site of a new phenomenon, the 
Global Protest. For decades, the 
organizations that manage capi- 
talism have met to divvy up the 
world among themselves. For 
the first time, their role as deal- 
ers of poverty and misery has 
been exposed by thousands of 
angry protesters. The symbolic 
value of these protests cannot be 
under estimated. If only for a 
brief period of time, a few days 
here and there, people have 
come together to say 'Enough! 







Already however, the 
nature of these demonstrations 
has changed. Consider the dif- 
ference between these protests. 









Seattle: Thousands of protest- 
ers converge on the city. De- 
spite using tear gas and imple- 
menting a curfew, the police 
lose control. The WTO summit 
is effectively blockaded. The 
demonstration 15 broadcast 
throughout the world media. 







Philadelphia: Police arrest 'key 
activists' off the streets and at 
gathering centers before the 
demonstrations start. Bail is set 
so high that they are not re- 
leased until after the protests, in

their opposition to globalization, though 
differing as to what should be put in its 
place. If they are to go further, instead of 
protesting against what exists, we must 
also be fighting for what could be better. 















LA: From the start protesters are 
surrounded by the police. Police 
helicopters keep media choppers 
away. Alternative news sources 
are shut down. 










Unfortunately there is no formula 
to tell us what the next step is. Fortunately 
however there is a device that will help us 
on our way. This device is the anarchist 
method of organization. New tactics 
emerge from the organization's experience 
of activity, as it analyses and discusses 
what has happened, as it considers what 
can be tried next. Like the days of activity, 
the anarchist organization is a means to an 
end. The aim of the global protests is not to 
overthrow capitalism. Yet clearly capital- 
ism must be overthrown. They represent 
the first step, protest against the present. 
The next step is organization for the future. 

































The protests to date have 
been enormously successful. The 
difficulty in organizing such 
events should not be underesti- 
mated. In the last few years net- 
works have been built between 
people and organizations that 
span national border. The ability 
of the alternative media to cover 
such events, usually through the 
use of the internet is impressive. 
Activists have learned new skills 
and grown in confidence. 














































However it also seems 
that these demonstrations are be- 
coming more limited in what they 
can achieve. As the police wise 
up to what is happening, more 
and more the protesters are faced 
with battling the state on its own 
turf. Seattle succeeded because 
surprise was on our side. Unfortu- 
nately, we cannot repeat that suc-. 
cess. It is time to move the battle 
on. The Global Protests woke 
people up, it got them listening. 
Now we need to organize for the 
next stage.

The key word in the last 
sentence is organize. The global 
protests were organized by loose 
coalitions of people, united in 
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Cuban Embargo? What Cuban Embargo? 
Orwellian Policy Making in the USA 


After nearly four dec- 
ades of pursuing a cruel cam- 
paign of blockade directed at the 
socialist government of Cuba, 
the United States has suddenly 
decided to “ease” the embargo 
for “humanitarian and democ- 
ratic reasons“. In reality, the 
United States, under the influ- 
ence of the Cuban American 
Lobby and powerful agricultural 
and drug companies interest 
groups, is attempting to save face 
in a global community much op- 
posed to the 40 year old restric- 
tion policy. Furthermore it is at- 
tempting to quiet down the anti- 
embargo sentiment in the Ameri- 
can public opinion and draw at- 
tention away from genuine re- 
form proposals regarding the em- 
bargo. 

It is only logical. Ever 
since the 1959 revolution, the 
United States has followed a vi- 
cious war of lies, sabotage and 
misinformation. Recall JFK and 
his promise not to invade Cuba. 
Recall the numerous attempts at 
Castro’s own life. Recall the 
anti-Castro leaflets dropped from 
American planes on the island, 
or even worse, the bombs. 

This sudden “change in 
policy“ is in fact not a change in 
policy but rather an enforcement 
of the US’s harsh restriction on 
the island. It is a continuation of 
the economic, political and com- 
mercial war that has led to nu- 
merous problems for the island. 
However, socialist Cuba has 
proven throughout its history that 
it is a nation with valuable hu- 
man capital able to endure even 
the toughest conditions. 
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Two years ago, a commit- 
tee proposed a bill that would have 
truly alleviated the food and medi- 
cine sanctions on Cuba. Even after 
it was passed by Congress and the 
Senate, the House leadership de- 
cided not to ratify it. This year 
however, partly through the power 
of the reactionary Cuban-American 
congressmen (Lincoln Diaz Balart, 
Ileana Ros-Lethinen and Bob 
Menéndez), the Agriculture Bill 
was passed. Added to previous 
regulations such as the embargo 
itself, the Helms-Burton Act and 
the Torricelli Act, such a Bill 
eliminates food and medicine sanc- 
tions to several countries but not 
Cuba. As a matter of fact, several 
clauses regarding Cuba’s case 
were added to tighten the restric- 
tion. US agricultural and pharma- 
ceutical companies would benefit, 
but not the Cuban people. 

Additionally are the bans 
on American flights to Cuba and 
US citizens who wish to visit 
Cuba. These last bans are a clear 
blow to the tourist industry of the 
island. Not surprisingly a march 
was held in Havana outside the US 
Interest Office last October. Thou- 
sands of Cubans, including Fidel 
Castro himself, gathered to de- 
nounce the US criminal and ag- 
gressive policy. 

A similar use of double- 
think by the US policy-makers oc- 
curred not too long ago, following 
the fall of the USSR. Under the 
pretense of “inviting for a democ- 
ratic change in Cuba,” the previ- 
ously mentioned Helms-Burton 
and Torricelli Acts were passed. 
These documents of legislation, 
which were dubbed by the main- 
stream media as a step towards 


more cohesive relations be- 
tween the US and Cuba, 
harmed and isolated even fur- 
ther the Caribbean nation. It 
posed economic sanctions on 
any country which would per- 
form commercial or economic 
transactions with the island, 
resulting in a serious hit on 
Cuba‘s economic develop- 
ment and a representation in 
the international community. 

One shouldn’t be sur- 
prised then to find discrepan- 
cies between US government 
statements on recent policy 
changes towards Cuba (and 
also Iraq, Yugoslavia, Peru, 
Indonesia, etc.) and the actual 
applications and results of 
such policy changes. Most im- 
portantly one should not swal- 
low up the lies and misinfor- 
mation the so called “savior of 
democracy” feeds us day after 
day through the corporate con- 
trolled media system.

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SOLIDARITY WITH THOMAS MEYER-FALK 


Thomas Meyer-Falk was 
convicted and incarcerated on August 
2nd, 1996 on charges of robbing a 
bank in order to finance political ac- 
tivities. His release date is set for 
sometime in 2010, but the fact that he 
has at no time renounced his political 
beliefs has prompted authorities to try 
to ensure he remains jailed beyond 
that date. As a result of his activities 
he has also been subjected to “special 
treatment” from jail authorities. This 
has included being refused a general 
studies by mail program because he 
may “use his knowledge against the 


” 


state,” constant strip searches, and cen- 
sorship of his correspondence to prevent 
his discussing prison conditions or po- 
litical issues. 


An international day of action, 
organized by the Anarchist Black Cross 
Dijon and SCALP Dijon, was held on 
Friday, November 10th in solidarity with 
the German political prisoner Thomas 
Meyer-Falk. Events ranging from mass 
faxings, to flier distribution, to demon- 
strations were held in Freiburg, Lubeck, 
and Lorrack in Germany, Innsbruck in 
Austria, Gent in Belgium, Geneva, Swit- 





zerland, and Lyon and Dijon in France. 

In Dijon, twenty people occu- 
pied the German consulate for the sec- 
ond time in less than one year, forcing 
the German consul to depart from a 
“food tasting” in order to hear the dem- 
onstrators demands. A banner demand- 


ing freedom for Thomas was deployed 
in front and hundreds of flyers were 
distributed. After a long discussion the 
consul agreed to fax a document dis- 
cussing Tomas Meyer-Falk’s situation 
to the authorities in Germany. 


ANTEI-LFASCISTS ARRESTED IN PARIS 


At Midday on November 8th, in Paris, the French police in collabora- 
tion with the Spanish Guardia Civil detained seven militants of the Communist 
Party of Spain (reconstituted) [PCE(r)] under the accusation of being members 
of the "leadership of GRAPO (October First Revolutionary Armed Groups). The 
names of the detained are: Manuel Perez Martinez ("Arenas"), General- 
Secretary of the PCE(r), Isabel Llaquet Baldellou, Fernando Silva Sande, Jose 
Luis Elipe, Victoria Gomez Mendez, Jose Antonio Peña Quesada, and Rosario 
Llobregat. 

These detentions take place within the Spanish regime's newest offen- 
sive, which has as its fundamental objective to prevent, using all means 
available, the advancement of the struggle against Spanish fascism and imperi- 
alism. 

The strategy of the Spanish fascist regime is nothing new, since it has 
been put into practice many times by the previous governments of the monar- 
chy. It is sufficient to remember the dirty war of the Felipe Gonzalez period, 
through which they tried to find a "short-cut" to liquidate all resistance to the 
regime in a short space of time. As is known, this strategy ended in failure, re- 
sulting in, on the one hand, the strengthening of the revolutionary organization 
and guerrillas, and, on the other hand, an even greater deepening of the crisis of 
the regime and the political bankruptcy of the social-fascists of the PSOE. 

After the arrival of the Partido Popular in government, it was clear that 
this counter-revolutionary strategy would be applied, maintaining and 
deepening some measures of the previous period and adding other new ones. 
Thus, in addition to the suffocating police pressure which has been seen in the 
last months and the disproportionate sentences handed out to youths arrested for 
participating in acts of sabotage, there are now projects to reform the Penal 
Code and the Juvenile Law (lowering the penal age to 14), along with the re- 
establishment of life imprisonment for "terrorists". 

The objective of all these legal reforms, which count on the support of 
all the parliamentary parties, consists in eliminating the last remnants of free- 
dom of expression and of association, while at the same time giving carte 
blanche to the police and special tribunals to repress any demonstration of sym- 
pathy or support for the organizations of resistance. 


As a necessary complement to these "legal" measures aimed at trying

to isolate the revolutionary and popular organisa- 
tion, there is no doubt that the regime will at- 
tempt to annihilate, using any methods it can, 
from assassination to arrest of militants wherever 
they find them (as in the case of Paris), to slow 
extermination of the political prisoners (the bour- 
geois propaganda media have already been put 
under pressure to proclaim that, after these ar- 
rests "it will be the prisoners who will take over 
the leadership of GRAPO", citing among these 
Francisco Brotons Beneyto, in a clear attempt to 
confront the great solidarity that is building up in 
the campaign for his liberation). In addition to all 
this, there is the criminalization of the solidarity 
organizations 

The "new" principle with respect to pre- 
vious periods is that all these measures, as hap- 
pened in the Franco era, are situated with the 
"legality" of the regime itself, making even 
clearer stil! the return of Spanish "democracy" to 
its fascist origins, which it had never abandoned 
in the first place, but merely covered up.

Don’t you ever wonder: why is it necessary to declare me dead again and again?” 


Last month, Howard 
Zinn’s play Marx in Soho ap- 
peared in Boston as part of a US 
wide tour. A politically aware 
crowd of people from all walks of 
life was present at the Boston 
Playwright's Theatre to enjoy this 
ever rarer blend of theater and 
propadat anda. 

The premise of the play is 
that due to his incessant agitation 
Marx is allowed back to Earth in 
the year 2000 in order to clear his 
name. However, due to a bureau- 
cratic error “up there” he is placed 
in Soho, New York. Needless to 
say, it is quite a shock when com- 
pared to his Soho, London of the 
19th century. For an hour and a 
half Marx is allowed by “the 
gods” to speak about his memo- 
ries, the evolution of his ideas, 
and his thoughts on our present. It 
was then an immense pleasure to 
hear Marx's views, as interpreted 
by Howard Zinn, on everything 
from his family life, to his conflict 
with eternal archrival Bakunin, to 
society today. Unfortunately, 
Marx's rebirth is just an illusion 
recreated through art, but one can 
always imaginer.: 

Details about his life were 
used to illustrate the conditions of 
the time. After the deaths of sev- 
eral of his children and the pov- 
erty that he and his family en- 
dured, luckily supported by 
Engels and always helped by his 









































































loving wife, the play shows Marx’s 
dedication to his intellectual work. 
Only Marx was able to comprehend 
his writings, while his wife helped 
him attain a larger public by making 
his ideas comprehensible to anyone. 

Culmination points in 
Marx’s life are expressed with great 
devotion, for example, the writing 


one act (and therefore only Marx 
on stage) was indispensable. How- 
ever, even though one is forced to 
doubt that Marx was a “fun“ man 
to be around, his reactions to places 
such as New York or the develop- 
ment of Marxist thought were witty 
and well done. It is when he talks 
about Marxism’s evolution in prac- 
tice that the humorous tone is lost 
and his voice becomes critical. A 
lot of severity was given towards 
Stalin who stabbed him in the back 
by killing his own revolutionary 
comrades (but wasn’t the iron fist 
necessary to overthrow the fascist 
infestation in the world ?!). How- 
ever, “Marx” re-affirms his convic- 
tion that a global revolution is the 
only salvation for humanity, and 
that alone makes one glad to have 
gone to the theater. 

Although, I do not know i 
the play is still touring the U.S, I 
recommend you see it if it comes to 
your area. Otherwise, the book can 
be ordered through South End 
Press for 12$ (the ticket price as 
well). It was a good way to remem- 
ber history, and bring in new 
thoughts through the art of theater. 
Zinn’s scenario and Brian Jones' 
acting were both insightful and 
clear making this an excellent and 
unconventional work!

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THE ADJUSTERS...MUSIC FOR THE REVOLUTION 









Once upon a time in music, 
there was a great deal to be said for 
bands that had strong political be- 
liefs, and were strong enough to 
stand by them. While you may not 
agree, some of the bands that I grew 
up listening to like The Clash and 
The Angelic Upstarts took it a step 
further, and encouraged their fans to 
make those beliefs a part of their 
life - to take their truth to the street. 
That time is over, and now 
even openly “political” bands (read: 
Rage Against The Machine) are a 
ridiculous farce, preaching “radical” 
politics while garnishing the coiffers 
of corporate America. However, 


























there is still such a thing as under- 
ground music here in America. 

Coming from the streets of 
Chicago are the Adjusters, a soul- 
reggae-jazz-soul powerhouse who 
pay homage to the causes that we all 
hold dear. The Adjusters have been 
together since 1995, and have spent 
their brief five years producing intel- 
ligent and opinionated music that 
actually makes relevant social com- 
mentary within a music scene (read: 
USA) that is well-known for its sti- 
fling of thought within music. 

So far, the Adjusters have 
two full-length records out, both of 
which speak to the labor struggle, as 
well as the status of today’s music 
scene. Taking a look at The Adjust- 
ers discography gives a great deal of 
insight into their refreshing political 
stance. 

The Adjusters first release 
was a 7” in Rosa Luxemburg records 
called “Michael Manley.” The song 
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pays tribute to Manley, the social- 
ist prime minister of Jamaica dur- 
ing the 1980°s, who is well known 
for his foundation of the PNP, and 
who took part in the labor struggle 
in JA. The B-side to this record is 
“(You Need A) Weatherman,” re- 
ferring of course to the revolution- 
ary Weather Underground organi- 
zation of the late 1960’s in the US. 

Their next release was the 
stirring “Rebel Jam” record on 
Black Pearl Records that not only 
does justice to the Bob Marley 
classic, but also provides the in- 
credible “Our Town.” “Our Town” 
is a soulful reggae number speak- 


ing of life in a factory town, and 
the perils of union organizing. 

This brings us to the Ad- 
juster’s full-length releases. The 
Adjuster’s debut CD, “The Politics 
of Style” is a sonic slab of social- 
ism that’ll even get the Marxists 
dancing. This record defies the 
boundaries of underground music, 
mixing the sounds of northern 
soul, jazz, reggae, R&B, ska and 
countless other forms into one hell 
of an incredible political state- 
ment/musical masterpiece. The 
highlights of this record are 
“Tailor,” a homage to Clancy Ec- 
cles; a re-working of “Our Town,” 
and one of my personal favorites, 
“TSKF,” AKA “This Sound Kills 
Fascists.” 

The follow-up to their de- 
but is the equally powerful 
“Before The Revolution,” featur- 
ing the choice cuts “Armstrong,” 
“Loose Roots,” and the phenome- 


nal “Toehold.” (Yes, it’s a cover, 
but that doesn’t make it bad...) 

Besides the obvious lyrical 
content of their songs, the Adjust- 
ers unabashedly profess their sup- 
port for the left. One only has to 
take a quick look at their “Links” 
section to get an idea of where they 
stand. They include links to the De- 
mocratic Socialists of America, 
Red and Anarchist SkinHeads, The 
Socialist International, and The 
IUSY, 

The Adjusters make cut- 
ting-edge music for a scene (mod, 
skin, ska, what have you) that is far 
too often devoid of meaningful po-

litical content. Whether or not you 
agree with the party line the Ad- 
justers just might be a sign that the 
new sound from the underground 
may just be the sound of class war 
to come.

Instead, we propose a demonstration that not only highlights our opposi- 
tion to the present order, but also puts forth revolutionary anti-authoritarian alternatives. 


Therefore, we are calling for anti-authoritarian revolutionaries to bring their banners and flags, be they 
black, red, red and black, black and green, or whatever else and gather in Washington at 10 am on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 20th, 2001* under the slogan “Class War Now...For a Classless, Stateless Society.” We are not calling for any 
particular tactics, simply for revolutionary anti-authoritarians to come prepared to march on the Presidential Inau- 
guration and for a festival of resistance, struggle, and revolutionary alternatives to the capitalist system. 


It will take a lot of work to make this mobilization a success and a show of force for the North American 
revolutionary movement. If you wish to help make the January 20th initiative succeed , spread the word, organize 
caravans to Washington, copy and distribute this call, make banners and flags, keep in touch as details of the mo- 


bilization become available, contact us to endorse the call, and come to Washington on January 20th ready for a 
festival of resistance.
